Predicts Canada’s Population 
23,000,000 In Quarter Century 


MONTREAL—A high-ranking fed- 
eral economist predicted that Can- 
ada's national production may more 
than double in the next 25 years, 
climbing to $60,000,000;000° by 1977. 

Dr. O. J. Firestone, the i'rade De- 
partment’s economic adviser, predict- 
ed also that Canada’s population, 
currently about 14,000,000, likely will 
rise to more than 23,000,000 in the 
next quarter century. 

Comparing the past with what may 
develop in the future, Dr. Firestone 
painted a picture of a strong econ- 
omy, built on expanding consumer 
purchasing power, bigger exports and 
increased investments in the Cang- 
dian economy.

Maberry, 45-year-old president of 
Canadian Pipeline Producers Ltd., 
says Western Canada offers the 
greatest opportunity of a “new fron- 
tier’ for American youth in nearly 
a century, 

The oil executive, who is especially 
enthusiastic about the Peace River 
district, told a press conference that 
young Americans should follow his 
example and go to Canada.

Louis Riel's Rifle Becomes 
Possession Of Man. Jeweller 


BOISSEVAIN, Man.—An Enfield Schneider rifle, stolen from 
the saddle holster of Louis Riel when he was taken into custody 
in May, 1885, has come into the possession of Jack Gilling, a 
Boissevain jeweller. The Riel rifle is among about 150 ancient 
firearms in Mr. Gilling’s collection. 


Mr. Gilling started collecting about 
10 years ago and now has between 
40 and 50 muzzle-loading rifles and 
over 50 different types of pistols and 
revolvers. 

Thé collection also includes old 
cartridges, powder horns and flasks, 
bullet moulds, shot bags, Indian ar- 
rowheads and other relics of western 
warfare, 

Nothing was known of the fate of 
Riel's rifle until shortly before the 
death of an American who had been 
in Canada during the Northwest Re- 
bellion. The man told his son that 
he had come into possession of the 
rifle at the time Riel was captured. 

In May, 1885, a _highly-excited 
crowd milled around Riel as he was 
taken into custody and the rifle dis- 
appeared. It eventually was smug- 


Try Cotton Growing 
In Virden, Man., Test 


There’s nothing the westerners 
won't try these days.

Grain Is Food — Keep It Clean! 
A nationwide campaign to im- 
prove sanitation in the storage of 
cere! grains and grain products on 
the farm and in elevators has been 
instituted by the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture and other govern- 
ment agencies in the United States. 
The progress of this drive to in- 
i600 grain sanitation through the 
control of inseets, rats, mice and 
birds in stored grain will be watched 
closely by everyone associated with 
the rain industry in Western 
Canada, ‘ 
© Much “Dirty” Grain, The result- 
of a year-long survey of flour mills 
in the United States show that only 
88 per cent of the wheat arriving at 
flour mills was completely free froin 
both internal insect infestation and 
rodent and bird filth contamination 
They also showed that insect frag- 
ments, rodent filth and hairs, and 
bird feathers and filth are extremely 
difficult to remove in the flour mil- 
ling process. On the basis of thesc 
findings, the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has recently an- 
nounced a stricter program to pre- 
vent grain with insect, rodent and 
bird fragments from entering inter- 
state commerce for human consump 
tion, After July 1, 1958, for in 
tance, grain which contains 38 o: 
more insect “exit” holes per 4 pin 
gample will be classified as “suspec 
rain.” It will be subjeet to speci 
ests, Furthermore, grain that show 
iny evidence of bird filth, or con 
un? one or more rat or mouse pel 
ets per pint of grain, will not he 
allowed to enter food channels. Th 
enforcement of these measures wil 
ompel the American farmer to kee: 
hie grain “clean,” or take a chance 
selling it at a reduced marke
